Paris, Feb. 19—Georges Clem- 
enceau, France's aged but vigor- 
ous premier, was shot at and 
slightly wounded this morning as 


jhe was entering his automobile 


for a drvie. 

Altogether five shots were fired 
and it was at first reported that 
the premier had been wounded in 
the head. It developed later, how- 
ever that the wounds were in 
M. Clemenceau’s back and shoul- 
der, and that he is not dangerous- 
ly hurt. 

Policeman Goursat, who was 
wounded in the right eye, altho 
not seriously, by one of the five 
shots, told a representative of the 
Associated Press that Premier 
Clemenceau rushed up to the 
would-be-assassin and grappled 
with him. 

The premier’s wound is not re- 
garded as dangerous in itself, but 
it is felt that there might be ser- 
ious consequences from it consi-

To Solve Canada’s Employment Problem 


va 


K(VERYONE in Canada should understand just what 


the Government is doing to solve the unemployment 
problems that may arise through the demobilization of 


our fighting forces. 


(1) Employment Offices. 


So that everyone—male or 
female, soldier or civilian—can 
get quickly such jobs as are 
available the Government is co- 
operating with the Provinces in 
establishing a chain of Public 
Employment Offices. Employ- 
ers are being urged to make use 
of these offices to secure any 
help they need. Farmers, for 
example, who need hired men 
should apply to the nearest 
office. There will be a Public 
Employment Office in every 
town of 10,000 people—and 
wherever the need for onc exists. 
‘There will be 60 differei t offices 
in all—one-half are already in 
cperation. 


a, 
2) Employment Opportunities. 

The war held up much work 
that will now be carried on at 
once. Public works, shipbuild- 
ing, roadbuilding, railway work 
—construction of bridges, im- 
provement of road-bed, making 
of new equipment—these will 
provide new opportunities for 
employment. In addition, the 
Government has sent a Trade 
Mission overseas to secure for 
Canada a share in the business of 
providing materials and. pro- 
ducts required for reconstruc- 
tion work in Europe. It has also 
set aside the 
large sum of 


-veloped a 


$25,000,000 to be loaned through 
the Provinces to encourage the 
building of workmen’s houses. 
This will mean much new work 
in the spring. 


(3) Land and Loans for Soldiers 


To help soldiers become far- 
mers the Government has de- 
programme that 
includes the providing of land, 
the granting of loans, and the 
training and supervision of 
those inexperienced in farming. 
At present, the soldier is grant- 
ed, free, in addition to his ‘or- 


‘dinary. homestead right, one 


quarter-section of Dominion 
lands. He also receives a loan 
up to the maximum of $2,500. 


These original plans are now 
being broadened. If Parliament 
passes the new preposals during 
this session, the Soldier Settle- 
ment Board will be able to buy 
suitable land and re-sell it to 
the soldier at cost. 


Land up to the value of 
$5,000 may be bought by this 
plan—the money to be repaid 
in 20 years. The low interest 
rate of 5 per cent. will be 
charged. These new proposals 
will also permit the Soldier 
Settlement Board to loan the 
soldier-farmer up to $2,50@ for 
purchasing equipment, etc., in 
addition to $5,000 loan on his 
farm. ,

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SIR WILFRID LAURIER 


An Appreciation 
By Stanley C. 8. Kerr 


Variously during the last twenty years the writer has been 
brought in contact with late Sir Wilfrid Laurier and it is sim- 


ply his desire to here record a few of his impressions of, the ° 


late distinguished statesman 


Sir Wilfrid was a lovér of children and children loved him. 
I can reniember an incident that happened when he was stay- 
ing with some friends in Toronto, Sir Wilfrid was going 
out to a dinner party and was waitjng for his host and hostess ; 
one-of the little daughters of the thes appeared and going up 
to him asked him if he would accept a rose for his button hole. 
He picked the little girl up and kissed her and then said in his 
most charming way, ‘‘My little one, I shall be honored to be 
decorated by your hands.’’ That little girl, I venture to say, 
never forgot Sir Wilfrid and his gentle manner, -It is only a 


. little incident but typical of his innate tenderness and kind- 


ness to young people. . 


Sir Wilfrid believed that every young Canadian should_know 
and study the history of his country and he always urged boys 
and young men to familiarize themselves with the early records 
of Canada. He said that such a study was not only fascina- 
ting and tended to make every Canadian appreciate his coun- 
try, but that it was every Canadian’s duty to be familiar with 
the life history of his native land. 


Sir Wilfrjd was at Kink Edward’s ebronation in London ; 
in 1902. England kad just come through the south African 
war and owing to Sir Wilfrid’s action, Canada had sent her 
contingents to help the Mother Country in that contest. The 
public men and people of England were grateful to the then 
Canadian premier for what he had done and to the Canadians 
who so worthily represented Canada in that war. For that 
reason and also for his steadily growing influence in Imperial 
matters Sir Wilfrid received a warm welcome in London. His 


distinguished figure was quickly recognized when he was in | 


the procession on the Conorati6n day and he received the hearty 
cheers of the English people. 


It was in 1907 that Sir Wilfrid attended the’ great Imperial 
Conference held in that year at London and at this gathering 
he played a very important part. Naval defence was one of the 
most important questions under consideration and it was und- 
er the advice of the British Admiralty and in conjunction with 
the Australian authorities that Sir Wilfrid adopted his policy 
of creating a Canadian navy, which was to operate in the At- 
lantic, thus considerably lessening the naval burden 6f Eng- 
land on the High Sea. After Sir Wilfrid was defeated the 
Canadian navy disappeared, but time will probably vindicate 
his attitude toward naval defences which resulted in the first- 
constructive Canadian naval policy. 


Sir Wilfrid again journeyed to England for the Coronation 
of the present king and dispatched to represent Canada, the 
biggest military contingent present on that occasion—over se- 
ven hundred troops and two hundred R.N.W.M.P. The Can- 
adian troops were in excess of all.the troops sent from the oth- 
er parts of the Empire and in consequence were placed on the 
day of the coronation on the right of the king as he left Buek- 
ingham palace—a distinction hitherto reserved for India. No 
one who saw the reception that Sir Wilfrid received in Lon- 
don on June 22nd, 1911 (the day of the King’s coronation) is 
Jikely to forget it. There was Royalty there from every Eur- 
opean country, including the former Crown Prince, but the 
distinguished Canadian citizen received the loudest plaudits of 
the crowd—all of London cheered him in a way that London 
alone can applaud. On the occasion of this visit Sir Wilfrid 
delivered a notable address at the Lord Mayor’s banquet giv- 
en in the Guid-hall in the heart of the city of London. He 
was there in company with the formost public men of the 
world and well did he acquit himself. In eloquent terms he ex- 
pressed his belief in the ever increasing strength, stability and 
progress of the great self governing dominions and in the part» 
that they would play in maintaining and expounding the dem- 
ocratic principles of Anglo-Saxon institutions. Any Canadian 
who heard him that day felt that his country was well repres- 
ented by this earnest and eloquent man. a 


It was as a real Canadian Sir Wilfrid showed at his best 
His imagination was caught by the great Empire of which he 
was a citizen but he never forgot his duty to his native coun- 
try. When he attended Imperial conferences and was brought 
in contact with the very shrewdest of British Statesmen, he 
was not overcome by the brilliance of either the personalities 
that he met or of the ceremonies given in his honor. He advo- 
cated unflinchingly the rights and claims of Canada and got 
them recognized and in so doing earned for himself the eter- 
nal respect and admiration 6f British and other overseas 
statesmen. At meetings such as these he never let his mind be 
led away from his duty to his fellow-Canadians at home. He 
developed the true ideas of self government in regard to Can- 
ada and believed that Canada should assume more and more 
responsibility for the conduct of her government, both in re- 
gard to home and foreign affairs. The application of such a 
policy was in his opinion the only true method for the further- 
ance of a happy and prosperous empire and for the contin- 
uance of its influence for world freedom, This belief has al 
ways been shared by many of the most profound and careful 
thinkers of British public life. 


He was proud that he had been borrf in this country as had 
his forebears before him. Canada was his homeland, and all 
that that implies and he labored throught his long life of pub- 
lie service to place Canada high in the eyyes of the world and he 
succeeded. He gave Canada, the British preference, a Canad- 
ian naval policy, a great transcontinental railway, immigra- 
tion and prosperity to the west and a real voice in the affairs 
of the Empire. He was loved by his followers aud presided 
over the affairs of this country with a firm hand. He would 
not brook interference by cabals and rid himself of those who 
were not faithful to their trust. He was respected in Oppos 
ition for he led his followers, then as when in power with vig- 
or and vigilance. We believed in ideals and kept them )igh. 
He was the most outstanding man yet produced by one great 
branch of the Qanadian people and he was justly proud of the 
French-Canadian and Arcadian blood that flowed in his veins. 
He hoypred the carly pioneers of Canada, respected and sought 
the advice of his contemporaries and we can feel sure that he 
died hopeful, trustful and confident in the capabilities of the 
generations of Canadians yet to come to carry on and develop 
the high principles which he always advocated. 


He was the wost outstanding figure of his time and he would 
have desired no greated honor from his fellow citizens than 
to be remembered as one who had labored faithfully and hon 
orably for the good of his own dear Canada.
